Having explained why the assessments 
on the cable roads were reduced, Mr. Pitz- 
man was asked why those on the electric 
roads had not been raised in accordance 
with the. intentions of the 1893 Board of 
Equalization. ö 

„Because the cost of construction of 
electric roads was much less in 1895 than 
before,“ he saſd. The material was much 
less expensive, especially iron. This had 
come down to $23 a ton. Now it’s back to 
$35 again, almost 50 per cent more. 

„As far as the fact of Mr. Green's mem- 
bership in the board is concerned,“ con- 
tinued Mr. Pitzman, “that had nothing to 
do with the reductions on his roads. When 
they were under consideration, Mr. Green 
stated that he was interest and must 
be counted out. He did not vote at all.“ 


Mr. Nathan Cole was seen by the reporter 
but stated that in order to speak accurately 
he would have to refresh his memory by 
consulting memoranda and the like, and ac- 
cordingly could not submit to an interview.

THE COLLEGE PROFESSORS ANSWERED. 


A few American news rs which 
have supported the British protest 
against President Cleveland’s Venezue- 
lan message have paraded the opinions 
of college professors as convincing ev!- 
dence that the President has made a 
blunder. 

College professors do not make inter- 
national law or frame sound policies to 
meet exigencies in foreign or domestic 
politics. But accepting the dictum of 
learned men as worthy of consideration, 
the President has on his side the best 
living historical authority on American 
history. 

Prof. John Bach McMaster, 3 
nene American historian, 
dorses the President's application of the 
Monroe Doctrine to the Venezuelan 
ptrte. He says that his message is 
timely and sound in every particula 
He quotes Jefferson’s letter to Mon 

in which he wrote of the Rush-Canni 
correspondence submitted to him by 
Monroe, This sets our compass and 


through the ocean of time opening to us.” 
Prof. McMaster adds that “the doctrine 
was not for 1823, but for all time. It 
is ‘applicable to the state of things in 
which we live at the present day.’ 
Monroe not only announced a doctrine 
but applied it at the same time. Mr. 
Cleveland upholds the doctrine and 
makes another applicatfon.” \ 

This is the view not only of the leaders 
of American public opinion, but of the 
great body of Americans who have come 
as usual to a truer conclusion’ than the 
majority of dry-as-dust college profes- 
sors. Whatever subsidence of public feel- 
ing there has been on the subject has 
been caused by the knowledge that two 
days after the message was promulgated 
‘Great Britain was on her knees begging 
for peace, and the certainty that she

2 CANADA'S CATHOLIC SCHOOLS 


Parliament Meets j in an Attempt to 
Settle the Question. 


OTTAWA, Ont., Jan. 2.—Those who have 
taken a census of Parliament assert that 
the Government will be defeated, temporar- 
ily,-at least, in any attempt to restere the 


Catholic schools of Manitoba. Parliament 
meets to-day and the members are all here. 
The session was called for the express pur- 
pose of settling the disturbed educational 
questions of the Northwest. Other cabinets 
of the Dominion Government have not been 
forced to deal with the proposition, but the 
issue at this time cannot be avoided. 

The general Domihion Government re- 
quested the legislature of Manitoba to effect 
some sort of a compromise on the public 
school question. The Greenway Govern- 
ment repdrted to Ottawa after the legisla⸗ 
tive session at Winnipeg that the people of 
Manitoba by a large majority declared their 
opposition to sectarian schools and rejécted 
any requests to concede even minor points. 

nder the act admitting Manitoba to the 
confederation of provinces it was provided 
that separate schools for the children of 
Catholics might be maintained from public 
moneys so long as the province chose. 
After twenty years of separate schools the 
Government of Manitoba in 1890 passed what 
is known as the public school act, estab- 
lishing the one system of popular education 
for the whole province and taking away 
Government support of parochial sch ae 
Sir Mackenzie Bowell, Premier of the 
minion, now that the question has seen 
transferred to the General Parliament, says 
his Government will stand or fall on the is- 
sue and will yield no point. The real fight 
for the schools is led by Archbishop Lange- 
vin, who is himself of determined, uncom- 
promising character.
